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SECOND FIRE IN 
WEEK FOLLOWS 
SING SING MUTINY 


Blaze in Clothing Shop. Signal 
for Chorus of Convict Yells 
From 1000 Men. 


WORKERS STRIKE 


They Are Locked in Cells and 
Transfers to Auburn Are to 
Be Made in Few Days. 


SHOE 


OSSINING, N. T., July %.—Another 
fire at Sing Sing Prison today gave the 
mutineus convicts a chance for more 
riotous demonstrations. The blaze 
started in the clothing shop, and the 
prison fire brigade extinguished it, after 
a hard fight, without ouiside aid.. 

It was the second fire in the prison 


buildings this ‘week, notwithstanding the 
fact that the guards had been doubled 
since $150,000 worth of property was 
burned there two days ago. Although tt 
ig generally believed that the fires were 
started by convicts, the Warden has 
been unable to place the blame. 
Trusties Fight Flames, 

When the fire broke out today in the 
clothing shop, the whistles were blown 
and every precaution was taken to guard 
against the escape of convicts. While 
the guards and the trusties“ were 
fighting the flames, more than 1000 pris- 
oners locked in their cells raised a cho- 
rus of yells that sounded high above the 
noise of the alarm. The men at work 
in the building were marched. out tn 
good order, and the blaze was extin- 
guished. 

Warden Clancy attributes the recent 
disturbances among the convicts to an 
order for the transfer of some of them 
to the State prison at Auburn. Most 
of the prisoners at Sing Sing come from 
New York City, and object to being sent 
upstate, where their friends will find it 
difficult to visit them. 

It was this element that led the mu- 
tiny yesterday which at first promised 
to develop into an ae attempt at 
prison delivery. 

On account of the une the 
Warden decided today to rid the pris- 
on of the mot disorderly element. Two 
hundred of che worst offenders, all seo- 
ond term men, were kept in their cells 
today, and tomorrow 6 of them win be 
sent unaer heavy guard to Auburn. The 
rest will be transferred a day of two 
later. The 200 belong to what is known 
as the “knitting gang.” 

One Hundred Strike, Locked Up. 

One hundred men employed in the shoe 
shop struck this afterrioon, and told ths 
Warden that they would not work any 
longer unless the members of the knit- 
ting gang were released from their 
cells. . The Warden promptly marched 
the strikers to their cells and locked 
them up. The shoe workers hooted, and 
called to other convicts to join them, but 
the Warden's threat to lock up anyone 
who showed signs of disorder was ef- 
fective in keeping the other convicts at 
work. 

Warden Clancy said that if Attorney- 
General Carmody had not delayed 
straightening out the tangle relative to 
the appointment of Prison Superinten- 
dent Riley, the second term men would 
have gone to Auburn quietly, and would 
not haye had a long period to brood 
over their fancied wrongs. 


POLICE SAVE ASQUITH

WANTS $1 CONTRIBUTIONS 


Proposes Open Barrooms, t to 
11 P. M. to Keep Money From 
Going Out of Missouri. 


John D. Knapp, a baggage checker at 
Union Station, has organized himself 
into a committee of one to take the ld 
off St. Louis. The only aid that Knapp 
is seeking in his single-handed fight 
is a contribution of §6000 from saloon 
keepers, brewers and hotel keepers. 

This fund, according to Knapp, would 
be used to finance an initiative and ref- 
erendum campaign to submit to the 


voters of the State at the general elec- 
tion in November, 1914, a proposition to 
amend the liquor laws to permit saloons 
to be open 1 p. m. to ll p. m. on Sunday. 


Picks His Place in League. 

“I expect to be secretary and general 
manager of this league, and will have 
oharge of all the work of getting signa- 
tures to our petitions to submit this 
question to a vote of the people,” said 
Knapp. “I do not intend to let anybody 
beat me out of that job.”’ 

Preliminary to launching his campaign 
Sept. 16, Knapp says he has sent letters 
to all the brewers and distillers in the 
State to sound them out on the proposi- 
tion, and has also had conferences with 
the hotel managers. He says he will 
have conferences with the Retail Liquor 
Dealers’ Association in St. Louis to en- 
list its financtal co-operation. 

Knapp has prepared a typewritten 
prospectus, setting forth his plans in de- 
tail, which he is mailing afound, and has 
also had an amendment to the Sunday 
law drafted by Attorney Charles J. 
Maurer. 

Reasons for Hts Effort. 

Under the caption, “‘My reasons for 
initiating this ¢o-operative campaign 
and why I believe it to be a great bene- 
fit to our city and State,“ are set forth 
in the prospectus. They are: 

1. That thousands of St. Louis people 
go to East Side cities every Sunday to 
drink instead of spending their money 
in St. Louis saloons, the amount of their 


expenditures being estimated at $50,000 


each Sunday. 2. That before the Sunday 
closing law was enforced, between 10,000 
and 15,000 country visitors came to St. 
Louis every Sunday during the summer, 
railroad excursions being run to bring 
them in. 3. That lid clubs will die a 
natural death if licensed dramshops are 
permitted to operate on Sundays. 4 That 
an open Sunday will help St. Louis to 
attain a million population. 

Knapp says he is a member of the 
Missouri Referendum League and aid- 
ed Sheridan Webster in the organization 
of the People’s League.

OUT OF MEXICO 


Salesman Tells How He and] 
Wife Were Beset on Every 
Hand by Bandits. 


William Carney, for 15 years a a) 
eling salesman for the St. Louis branch 
of the John Deere Plow Co., arrived in 
St. Louis Thursday with his wife, and 
told of his escape from Mexican bandits 


riddled with cannon and rifle balls and 
he had been beset and robbed at every 
hand by bands of wandering and leader- 
less maurauders. 

“You will hear it everywhere in Mex- 
100,“ Carney said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter at the Maryland Hotel, that 
Mexicans can whip the United States. 
‘Take Texas out,’ they will tell you, 
‘and we can whip Uncle Sam before 
breakfast.’ 

They seem, however, to have a whole- 
some fear of Texas. 

“IT was away from Mexico City on a 
business trip during the battle between 
the Madero and Huerta forces. When 
I returned I found my home in ruins. 

J returned to Mexico City after my 
wife got word to me through my firm 
that she was in danger, and started in 
April to escape from the country. I 
could make no headway on trains, 
Every few hours the train was held 
up by roving bands who demanded 
money from the passengers. At length 
I obtained an automobile and made a 
75-mile drive from Hermosillo to Guay- 
mas, in Sonora, and there took a boat 
to Mazatlan in Sinaloa. At Mazatlan I 
boarded a ship for San Francisco. I 
have been more than three months on 
my way to St. Louis, and I consider 
myself lucky to have escaped at all. 

“At Mazatlan I found several hundred 
Americans who had been robbed of ev- 
erything they had. Bands of robbers 
are moving from place to place through- 
out the entire country.“ 


KNOCKOUT DROPS KILL 
RICHEST SAILOR IN NAVY 


Owner of Quarter Million Pre- 
ferred the Bluejacket Life— 


Met Death in Saloon. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 24.—It devel- 
oped today that Wilbur Martin of the 
battleship Connecticut, who was killed 
ia a tenderloin saloon here Wednes- 
day with: “knockout” drops, probably 
was the wealthiest bluejacket in the 
American navy. Martin came from 
Anderson, S. C., and last March re- 
celved from the estate of his mother 
$250, 000. 

The proof of his identity was disclosed 
by papers in his possession, which 
showed he was the owner of much real 
estate, as well as of stocks, and bonds.

ed to land 15,000 troops at Pukow. 

The Government declares that the 
navy will sink every ship engaged in 
transporting the Canton expedition 
whenever it starts. A manifesto * 
been issued stripping Gen. Chen Chi- 
Mei, formerly Minister of Commerce, 
and Gen. Huang Sing, formerly gener- 
alissimo of the revolutionary army, and 
now commander of the Southern army, 
of their ranks and orders, offering a re- 
ward to any of their followers who ar- 
rest or kill them, and a pardon to all 
rebels who surrender, except the lead- 
ers.

ELECTRIC LINE ABANDONS 
PLAN FOR KEOKUK POWER 


East St. Louis Railroad Co. As- 
serts Farmers Ask Exorbitant 
Prices for Pole Privileges. 
Alleged exorbitant price demands by 
farmers in St. Clair and Madison coun- 
ties for the privilege of erecting electric 
power towers on their land caused the 
East St. Louis & Suburban Railway Co. 
to make an announcement that it had 
abandoned the project to obtain power 

from the Keokuk Water Power Plant. 
The company intended purchasing sev- 
eral thousand-horsepower of energy 
from the Keokuk. company, but found 
that some of the farmers demanded as 
much as $1200 for the privilége of erect- 
ing a single pole on their premises. The 
farmers fear that the high voltage at 
which the electricity was transmitted 
through the cables might result in some 
serious damage, according to statements 
Ey the company. 

A small amount of current will be ob- 
tained from Keokuk, the company stat- 
ed, on lines erected along its right of 
way between East St. Louis and Alton.

}QUARRELS WITH HUSBAND 


Leaves Boarding House, Buys 
Poison and Loses Strange 
Note on Way Home. 


The secret marriage. of Miss Pauline 
Pomorsk of 43808 Nebraska avenue, her 
quarrel with her mother and separation 
from her husband of three months were 
revealed to the public Thursday through 
the finding of a suicide note which she 


lost on the street. 

In an effort to clear up the mystery 
of the note, a Post-Dispatch reporter 
learned that since April 22 the young 
woman has been the bride of Franklin 
Wice of 4826 Fountain avenue, a clerk 
in the offices of the American Brake 
Co., at 1932 North Broadway. 

The note was found in front of Kie- 
fer’s summer garden, 4026 South Grand 
avenue, by Mrs. William Heptner of 4245 
South Thirty-seventh street. It read: 

Mother Forgive me, as it is not my 
fault. Good-by forever. Get my trunk 
at 4027 McPherson avenue and pray for 
me, as I know I am lost forever. What 
is there for me in this world without 
him? Mamma, he told me what kind of 
a girl I am, but you know better. If I 
had only gone to the convent. Forgive 
your only daughter. Good-by. Love to 
Frank. Tell him all. PAULINE. 

She Explains Mystery. 

The police learned that for a week the 
writer of the note had lived at the Mar- 
quette rooming house at 4027 McPherson 


avenue and had left there last Tuesday. 


It was learned that on leaving the Mar- 
quette she had her trunk sent to 4308 
Nebraska avenue. She was found there 
Thursday and explained the mystery of 
the suicide note. 

She said that she and Wice, whom she 
had known a year, were married by a 
Justice of the Peace, April 22, but never 
lived together. After the ceremony they 
went to their homes, agreeing to keep 
the marriage a secret a year 

The bride’s mother saw her daughter’s 
name in the published list of marriage, 
licenses, but the bride told her it was 
some one else of the same name. 

Ten days ago Mrs. Pomorsk found the 
marriage certificate in a book in which 
the bride had hidden it. There was a 
quarrel, in which Mrs. Pomorsk ordered 
the young woman to leave home. 

The bride went to the Marquette and 
engaged a room, using the assumed 
name Florence Foster. 

She and her young husband had quar- 
reled, she said, and when he learned 
she was at the rooming house, he called 
her on the telephone frequently, and in- 
sisted that she return his letters. She, 
in turn, demanded that he return her 
photographs. 

Mrs. Alice Brownfield, proprietor of 
the Marquette, objected to these tele- 
phone quarrels, and the bride decided 
to leave. 

Bought Poison and Wrote Note. 

Last Monday night, she said, she pur- 
chased bichloride of mercury and car- 
bolic acid, and wrote the suicide note. 
The next day she started for her moth- 
er's home on Nebraska avenue, intend- 
ing to slip the note under the door. 

When she arrived there, her mother 
met her, and told her she was forgiven, 
and might return home. When she 
looked for the note, intending to destroy 
it, she found she had lost it. She thinks 
it blew away while she was on a street 
car. 

Now that her mother has forgiven her, 
she says she has no further thought of 
suicide. 


DEMURRER FILED IN SUIT 
TO END COLE TRUSTEESHIP 


Son of Former Mayor Dissipates 
Reports That Case Would Be 


Settled Out of Court. 

Recent announcements that the legal 
squabble among the heirs to the estate 
of the late Nathan C. Cole was about to 
be adjusted out of court were dis- 
counted, Thursday, when Nathan Cole 
Jr. filed a demurrer to the suit to end 
the Nathan Cole trusteeship. 

The sult originally was brought by 
Richard N. Cole and Hallie Cole Hebert 
against other heirs, the Nathan Cole 
Investment Co, and F. N. Judson, trus- 
tee. Subsequently Dr. Ernest H. Cole, 
Rebecca L. Cole, Herman C. Cole and 
Amedee B. Cole, all named defendants, 
filed a request to be allowed to join in 
the petition of the plaintiffs.

Returns to Get Telephone Num- 
ber and Finds Mother Had 
Taken Acid by Mistake.

AE STANDARD 
OIL MEN IN JAIL 


Attorney William H. Gray Says 
That Recent Dissolution Or- 
der Failed to Dissolve. 


FOR SEPARATE OWNERSHIP 


Companies Are Not Competitors 
When Owned by Same Per- 
sons, He Declares. 


William H. Gray of Houston, Tex., the 
attorney whose book, The Rule of 
Reason,“ charged the Standard Oil Co. 
with violation of the dissolution decree 
and made him a prominent figure in 
subsequent prosecutions of the trust, is 
in St. Louis today. 

He was asked how in his opinion the 
Federal Government could effectively 
dissolve the Oil Trust, break the oil 
monopoly and restore competitive condi- 
tions in that trade throughout the Unit- 
ed States. 

“So long as the Federal Government 
permits common ownership of the sev- 
eral companies composing the Standard 
Oil group it will not be able to force 
them to compete with each other,“ Gray 
said. 


He Would Send Em to Jall. 
“Three steps should be taken. The 


Government should bring Standard Oil’s 
leaders into the Federal court here in 
St. Louis and punish them for contempt 
of the dissolution decree by sending 
them to prison and appointing receivers 
for their properties. That is the only step 
which will ever make them understand 
that they are not above the law. 

»The Government should bring new 
suits against the Oil Trust for new 
violations of the Sherman act, committed 
in Pennsylvania, California, Texas and 
other states since the dissolution de- 
cree was entered. 

“The Government should end common 
ownership of the Oil Trust’s companies 
by allotting ownership of one company 
to one group of the Standard stockhold- 
ers, another to another group, and so 
on, until no stockholder had a dollar’s 
worth of interest in more than one of 
the companies. These men should then 
be restrained from acquiring ownership 
in any competing company. 

“If this were done, the Standard Oil 
Co. of New York would want a part of 
the profitable trade of the Standard Oil 
Co. of New Jersey and would go over 
into New Jersey after it—which it never 
yet has done. The Standard Oil Co. of 
Indiana would want a part of the profit- 
able trade of the Standard’s Oklahoma 
and Texas subsidiaries, and would go 
after it. And so on down the line. There 
would be réal competition between com- 
panies, none of which would be strong 
enough to overawe and dominate all 
the others, as the Standard Oil group of 
companies, all of them controlled -from 
26 Broadway, does today in defiance of 
the United States Government. 

“Prices to consumers would go down; 
the trade would become a safe one for 
honest business men to enter; the reign 
of trust terrorism would end. A new 
field of opportunity for enterprising men 
with moderate capital would be opened 
and the dragon within that * would 
be slain. 

Prosecution Has Broken Down. 

The Government’s prosecution of the 
Oil Trust has broken down; has result- 
ed in a flasco. But I do not believe 
President Wilson will be content to leave 
Ir rest there. I believe that just as 
quickly as he has put through the tariff 
and currency bills he will take up a vig- 
orous enforcement of the Sherman act 
against those trusts which, have been 
nominally dissolved, but which are actu- 
ally as strong and merciless as they 
ever were. 

Indeed, this action may come earlier 
than I anticipate. The Department of 
Justice is conducting an investigation 
now, and, it may prove the Post-Dis- 
patch called the turn on future events 
when it predicted Standard Oil offend- 
ers would be haled into the Federal 
Court for contempt at an early day.“ 
Independents Diapleased With 

tlement of Case. 

HOUSTON, Tex., July 23.—The inde- 
pendent oil companies are not. satis- 
fied with the settlement of the receiver- 
ship suit against the Magnolia Petro- 
leum Co., the Standard Oil Trust’s 
Texas subsidiary, on terms so favorable 
to the trust. They say they have final- 
ly reached the conclusion that there 
is no lasting safety for independent 
competitors of the trust under State 
anti-trust laws. Nothing short of a 
vigorous application of the Federal an- 
ti-trust law, they gay, will open the 
way for genuine competition in the pro- 
duction and marketing of oils in tie 
United States. 

And they are finally convinced, they 
declare, that nothing short of the n- 
prisonment of one or more of the Stand- 
ard Oil captains, and the appointment 
of receivers for Standard Oil proper- 
ties, to operate them lawfully, will con- 
vince the Oil Trust magnates that the 
anti-trust laws were ever meant to ap- 
ply tq them. 

Thus far, they say, the Oil Trust -lead- 
ers have been atte to settle with the 
laws of states and nation by paying 
what to them were merely nominal 
fines. Encouraged by their apparent 
immunity from any real punishment, 
they have continued flagrantly to violate 
the dissolution decree of the United 
States courts, and are still violating it, 
as was teveale“ in the settlement of 
this latest Texali cage. 

For example, the independénts say, 
the 11 marketing companies of the 
Standard Oil Trust, alleged by the trust 
to be “independent” and competitive“

Hospital Board Plans to Submit 
Proposition to Voters. 


The purchase of a 500-acre farm for 
inmates of the sanitarium on which 
vegetables used in all city institutions 
could be raised, is planned by the Hos- 
pital Board. The Municipal Assembly 
will be asked to submit at the free 
bridge bond election the proposition of 
issuing bonds amounting to $260,000 for 
this purpose, according to present plans. 

The procedure was outlined Wednes- 
day at the meeting of the board. A 
report by Hospital Commissioner Shutt 
showed that similar farms in other large 
cities had proved successful. The St. 
Louis Sanitarium controls 12 acres of 
land, which is not considered enough 
to provide work and recreation for in- 
mates, Dr. Shutt’s figures showed the 
average farm in other cities is 440 acres.

POLKICE ARE 


Rough Handling Described and 


One Operator Says That She 
Was Kicked. 


Striking girl operators of the Bell} 


Telephone Co. appeared before a special 
investigating committee of the House of 
Delegates Wednesday afternoon and 
testified that employes had been dis- 
charged because they joined a union and 
that strike pickets had been roughly 
handled by policemen. 

It was also asserted that the company 
had influenced policemen on strike 
duty by giving them meals at the va- 
rious exchanges. 

Mrs. Sarah Spraggon of the Women's 
Trades Union League, one of the organ- 


wers of the Telephone Operators’ Union, | | 


said: 

“Since the strike commenced I have 
been in the neighborhood of several of 
the exchanges. I have seen policemen 
coming from the exchange buildings 
wiping their mouths and picking their 
teeth. That was sufficient evidence for 
me that the company was feeding them.’ 

Girl Says She Was Kicked. 

Miss Sybil Hudson of 3138 St. Vincent 
avenue, testified that while she was 
acting as a strike picket in front of the 
Grand Exchange May 15, a policeman 
with a badge numbered 1894 pushed her 
off the sidewalk and kicked her. 

Miss Grace Gleason, a striking oper- 
ator, told the committee of her arrest 
by Police Sergeant N. 914 Tuesday even- 
ing. 

Miss Gleason said she had followed a 
working operator on a Hodiamont car 
and tried to persuade her to join the 
strikers. The operator left the car at 
Tenth street and complained to the Ser- 
geant that Miss Gleason was bothering 
her. Although the operator said she did 


not wish to make any formal charge]! 


against Miss Gleason, the Sergeant ar- 
rested Miss Gleason. Her trial is set 
for Aug. 4in the Municipal Police Court. 

Miss Hudson and other strikers said 
that policemen frequently had shoved 
girl pickets and used force in clearing 
sidewalks in front of the exchanges. 

Miss Lillian Miller, formerly president 
and now secretary-treasurer’ of the op- 
erators’ union, testified thet a police- 
man stationed at the Sidney exchange 
told her that the company was feeding 
the policemen on strike duty. 

Questioned, Then Discharged, 
Miss Mazie. Julian testified that she 
was employed for a year as operator in 
the Webster Groves exchange. When 
the union was formed, she said, a chief 
operator asked what the striking men 
employes paid her to join the union. 
She answered that they paid her noth- 
ing. She was then discharged. 

Miss Nellle Carter told the committee 
she had worked for the company 10 
years and was supervisor at the Tyler 
exchange. In the rest room one day she 
told some of the other girls she thought 
the union was a good thing. The next 
day, she said, the chief operator called 
and expressed surprise that she should 
have said this. 

For a week, she said, she remained on 
duty but found that no work was given 
to her. When she used the telephone, 
she said, someone always listened in. 
At the end of the week she was dis- 
charged.

The Full Crew Law.

General Office Clerk in his letter a few days 
ago takes the Wall street side of the argument 
over the full-crew law. Brother Clerk, do you 
really know from experience anything about the 
operation of freight trains? With 28 years’ ex- 
perience I believe I ought to be a competent wit- 
ness and I say to you that the men who man the 
trains are very badly in need of this law. Gov. 
Major, in his message concerning the full-crew 
law, called attention to the fact that in 1904 one 
trainman in every 11 on the roads in the United 
States was killed or injured. In 1911 this propor- 
tion became one in every eight. What better ar- 
gument could be produced than these figures? 

With only two brakemen, the long trains cannot 
be inspected at every stop, as the rear man must 
flag and the head man stay near the front end of 
train in order to cut off engine at water tank 
and coal chutes. With an additional man on the 
long trains reasonable inspection will be possi- 
blo at every stop, thereby avoiding many of the 
wrecks now so frequently happening, due to lack 
of inspection. The companies would, in reality, 
make money by placing an additional man on the 
long trains, as well as the public profiting by it, 
as many delays and tie-ups would be avoided; 
also much overtime eliminated. It is safe to say 
the people of Missouri will vote in favor of the 
full-crew law and you should join the proces- 
sion.

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CHOOSING AN 
OCCUPATION 


Photography is a growing 
business which an earnest 
student may learn. 
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By CELIA K. HUSIK. 


GROWING business is at all 

times profitable to take up. 

Photography is one of these 

The demands for good photo- 
graphic work today are steadily increas- 
ing. The line of moving pictures alone 
requires daily the services of many ablo 
photographers, both men and women, 
competent to do good work. 

The enthusiastic amateur photo- 
grapher can hardly make a mistake in 
entering this field with a view of mak- 
ing it his life work. In order to do 
that successfully he should possess (be- 
sides a love for the work) artistic per- 
eye, and 
should be patient and painstaking. The 
latter is of great importance in working 
out details and in retouching. 

The best way, usually, to learn the art 
of photography is to apprentice oneself 
to a successful photographer. An 
earnest desire to learn the work in all 
of its details will here find its reward. 
Some photographers pay learners dur- 
ing their period of study, while others 
do not. 

It is always advisable to take up some 
special branch of photography after the 
regular routine of the work has been 
mastered. There are several important 
branches to choose from—portrait photo- 
graphy, scenic photography, interior 
photography and others. To specialize 
in only one of these fields of photo- 
graphy is often the wisest course ‘to 
pursue, for few can master successfully 
all of them. 

There is no special system of pay for 

photographers. The profession is rather 
loosely organized, and there is much 
diversity in Income, hours of work, and 
other conditions, Usually the pay 
ranges from $15 to $25 per week. Good, 
competent workers can earn much more. 
The successful photographer with a 
good business head will do very well 
to go into business for himself. Here, 
particularly, his own efforts and abil- 
ity will count in bringing the returns. 
I can personally give an instance of 
a young man with natural ability in this 
line who started working at $8 per 
week in a studio. After 12 years of hard 
work. he has developed a business that 
pays him more today ¢hen $10,000 an- 
nually. 

To the amateur photographer, there- 
fore, as well as to others who have 
ability in this direction, photography 
offers a good field full of many possi-

34.— Hawaiian Islands. ? 


HE Hawalian Islands were an- 

nexed to the United States in 

July, 1898, at the urgent request 

of the inhabitants. People live on 

seven of the islands. One, which was 

once inhabited, is now deserted; and 

there are 12 smaller islands not lived 

upon. All the islands taken together 

are not as large as the State of New 
Jersey. 

The Hawalian Islands are volcanic and 
the decaying lava makes a wonderfully 
rich soll. As there is much rain there, 
things grow as if by magic The prin- 
cipal. crop is sugar cane, but there are 
also enormous quantities of pineapples 
and bananas there. 

Some of the volcanoé¢s on the islands 
are not dead. Kilauea, on the island of 
Hawall, is the largest active volcano 
in the world. The crater is about nine 
miles around and in the center is a great 
lake of molten lava, which rises and 
falls like water. At night this red-hot, 
quivering mass is one of the most won- 
derful sights in the world. 

At present there are only about 30,000 
native Hawaiians left out of nearly 
180,000. Other inhabitants are Ameri- 
eans, Portuguese, Chinese, Japanese, etc.
